HOW TO PRESERVE 
EGGS FOR WINTER 


W ith eggs g'dng int** Murage at over 
40 rents a dozen, poultry sp ecialists of 
tile College of Agriculture Bay that 
eggs are almost sure to he high In 
price next wint*?r. 
To avoid these prices the consum er 
w in find it profitable to buy eggs now 
and p r e s e n t them In a solution of 
w ater glass. 
The follow ing m ethod is practical 
for th** housew ife who desires* to pre­ 
serve a case (30 dozen) of eggs for 
winter us**. 
Obtain three pinta of 
w ater 
glass 
(.Sodium Silicate) ut a drug store and 
mix it with 27 pints of cool boiled wa­ 
ter. 
Place frosh clean eggs carefully 
in a 10-gallon earthenw are Jar. Be sure 
that none of the eggs are cracked, old, 
or dirty. 
After putting thf1 eggs In the Jar, 
p late a large plate over them and 
pour in the water .glass solution un­ 
til the plate is subm erged under two 
inches of liquid. 
If one desires to pre­ 
serve the eg g s from dayto day, the 
solution may be put in the Jar and the 
eggs placed therein as gathered until 
the Jar is full. 
The heavy paper over 
the top of the Jar and m ove it care 
fully to a cool place w here it Tnay re 
main until on** is ready to use the eggs 
R em ove them fropi the solution as 
needed and wash with cold water, 
lf 
one desires to boil them prick one or 
two small holes in each egg with a 
needle. 
This 
will prevent the con ­ 
tents from breaking Hie shell.
